‘League of Nations Ready ‘Disavows Personal Ani-

Washington, October 22.—(#)—The 
league of nations fight and the com- 
pelling forces underlying it are de- 
scribed by one of its chief figures, the 
late Henry Cabot Lodge, in a_ book 
entitled “The Senate and the League 
of Nations,” to be placed on sale to- 
morrow by Scribners, who hold the 
copyright. 

The manuscript was written by 
Senator Lodge a month before his 
death, and in it he attributes full re- 
sponsibility for defeat of the league 
to the unbending attitude of President 
Wilson, who, he says, was actuated 
throughout by ‘an overwhelming 
thought of self.” 

He adds what amoun!s to a death- 
bed declaration that, although he 
worked and voted for ratification of 
the league with reservations, he was 
thankful in the end that it had been 
defeated. In practice, he says, the 
league thus far has proved futile for 
‘the purpose for which it- ostensibly 
was designed. 

Relates Unpublished Incidents. 

Several hitherto unpublished inci- 
dents of the ratification struggle are 
related in'the book, although in the 
main the late foreign relations com- 
mittee chairman obviously was striv- 
ing to set down for posterity a com- 
pact account of the major de~ “*p- 
ments of that historic battle Much 
of the manuscript is made up of 
speeches, statements and other data 
taken from the Congressional Record. 

It does disclose for the first time,

Motorman Churchill Fa- 
tally Stabbed Mullins. 


C. G. Churchill, street car mofor- 
man, charged with having cut A. W. 
(Texas Pete) Mullins, of Marietta, to 
death last August on a street car near 
Spiller’s park, was found guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter at 7:20 o’clock 
Thursday night and sentenced by 
Judge John D. Humphries to serve 20 
years. This is the maximum penalty 
provided by law. 

Asks for Recharge. 

The case was sent to the jury at 
2 o'clock Thursday oe and the 
verdict was completed at 7:20 o'clock. 
About 5:30 o'clock the jury sent word 
to Judge Humphries that it was 
“deadlocked with little hope of reach- 
ing a verdict soon.” 

At 7 o’clock word was sent to the 
judge that the jury wished to be 
charged again on the law governing 
voluntary manslaughter, and it filed 
immediately into the courtroom and 
into the jury box. After Judge 
Humphries again reviewed the law, 
it retired, and within 20 minutes the 
verdict was ready. 

A hush fell om the crowded court- 
room as Ed. Stephens, agsistant s0- 
licitor, read the verdict: “We, the 
jury, find C. G. Churchill guilty of 
voluntary manSlaughter and sentence 
him to serve not less than 20 nor 
more than 20 years in the peniten- 
tiary.” 

The jury fixes the penaity in cases 
of felony according to Georgia law. 
Mother Weeps. 

Churchill stood unmoved as Judge 
Humphries commanded him to stand 
and receive the sentence of the court.

Washington, October 22.—The ex- 

clusion issue is before the United 
States government again, brought for- 
gard this time by the refusal of the 
‘tate department to allow Countess 
‘Catherine Karolyi, of Hungary, to 
enter the country on the ground that 


she is a communist. The countess is 
the wife of Count Karolyi, whose lips 
were sealed by the state department 
of his visit here several months ago. 

These two incidents, added to the 
intervening one—the exclusion of Sak- 
latvala, the Indian communist—assure 
an airing of the whole question in the 
next congress, expected to be led by 
Senator Borah, of Idaho. In addition. 
there are certain interesting social 

hases involved, which probably will 
e touched on when the issue is open- 
ed in congress. 

Makes Plea for Countess. 

_ Ralph Beaver Strassburger, wealthy 
Norristown, Pa., publisher, of whose 
family Countess Karolyi was to be a 
guest, came here Thursday and made 
the rounds in behalf of the countess, 
calling on President Coolidge, Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg and Senator 
Borah. 

Borah told him, Strassburger said, 
that he would introduce a_ bill 
in the next congress, repealing an act 
of 1921, which gives the secretary of 
State power to refuse a passport to 
any visitor coming here temporarily. 
_ “Senator Borah said that Secretary 
Kellogg sees a communist behind every 
chair.” Strassburger declared. 

Kellogg informed him, the publisher 
said, that the case was closed. and 
that the countess could not be admit- 
ted. When Kellogg described Coun- 
tess Karolyi as a communist, Strass- 
burger asked him for proof, according 
to his story afterward. The secretary 
of state replied that he had proof in 
the form of papers in the department, 
but declined to show them, Strassbur- 
ger related, adding that he offered to 
have attorneys study whatever proof 
the state department had and to re- 
fute it.

HENRY S. JOHNSON, SR. 


In the death of Henry S. Johnson, 


Sr., Atlanta loses another of its pio- 
neer citizens who had been a leader 
in every worthwhile movement 
since the city’s reconstruction be- 
gan immediately following the civil 
war. 

As a young Confederate veteran, 
soon after the civil war in 1866, 
he found employment in an humble 
capacity with the firm—then Cham- 
berlin, Boynton & Cole—with which 
he became connected as a partner 
only a few years later, and in which 
he was administrative head until his 
death—a total of more than fifty 
years. In that time the business 
erew step by step until it became 
many years ago one of the great 
mercantile institutions in the south- 
east. Upon the retirement of 
Messrs. Boynton and Cole the firm 
became Chamberlin-Johnson com- 
pany and in 1898 the late Edward 
DuBose joined, at which time the 
firm name became Chamberlin-John- 
son-DuBose company, which name 
it bears today.

‘state travel. Thus it overthrows 
‘the order of the North Carolina 
utilities commission that several 
mofhths ago abolished the surcharge 
as to Pullman travel wholly within 
the state. 

It illustrates again that the pub- 
lic may expect no relief from this 
source from the unfair and inexcus- 
able penalization of travelers 
through a war measure that has long 
since served its purpose and yet 
which the railroads are loath to sur- 
render, and are thus supported by 


the federal agency having rate juris- 
diction. 

This again accentuates the fact 
that has long been known—that re- 
lief can only come from congress 
through the complete repeal of this 
feature of the transportation law, 
although the act itself expressly 
stipulated that the- surcharge was 
intended as a temporary subsidy in 
order to help the railroads in post- 
war rehabilitation, and that it should 
be abolished by the interstate com- 
merce commission at such a time 
as it deemed it had served that pur- 
pose. 

That discretionary authority has 
been so flagrantly abused by the 
commission that its record in the 
premises has become little less than 
a national scandal. : 

The question came before con- 
gress at the last session. The sen- 
ate passed a repeal measure and the 
commission was roundly denounced 
for its attitude. The repeal act was 


lost in the house jam at the close 
‘of the session. 

lt is imperative in the interest of 
| justice to a long-suffering traveling 
public that the forthcoming con- 
gress should not only repeal this 
unjust exaction, but put it on the 
emergency calendar. 

The fact is the railroads, to which 
this 50 per cent surcharge accrues, 
are in better shape financially to- 
day than they have@ever been. Their 
tonnage is heavier, their net earn- 
ings greater, their stock higher than 
ever before. Then why should the 
traveling public pay them around 
$50,000,000 a year as a gratuity, 
above the schedule of rates for 
travel, and the schedule of rates for 
riding in the Pullman cars?

London, Octéber 22.—The European 
powers have forbidden a war in the 
Balkans. 

The long arms of the powers reached 
across Europe to Athens and Sofia 
Thursday and applied pressure which 
is expected to bring an early end to 
the incipient warfare along the 
Macedonian frontier and retain it 
within the elastic category of a “fron- 
tier incident.” 

So far, the powers have not inter- 
vened directly, but their ministers at 
the two capitals told the Balkan 
statesmen that this is no time for 
war and suggested that they reflect 
upon the consequences.

business, Raymond A. Kline, of Davi- 
son-Paxon-Stokes company, affiliated 
with R. H. Macey & company. told 
the Associated Retail Credit Men of 
Atlanta Thursdav night at a dinner 


“Our industries are producing on 
a larger scale than last year, and 
there is not a great deal of unem- 
ployment, while the actual volume of 
pay rolls is larger than a year ago,” 
he said. “Crops have been good, and 
generally the farmer is in a better 
position today than at any time since 
the great war and is again a buyer 
of goods and services. Agriculture 
has definitely emerged from the de- 
pression. 


Real Progress Made. 


“Across the ocean we find that 
there are many unsolved serious 
problems, but on a whole’ comparing 
with a few years ago. some real 
progress has been made.” 

The dangers which confront busi- 
ness today are, according to Mr. Kline. 
the tremendous Speculation in build- 
ing, especially in Florida: snd. the 
great speculation in stocks, bonds and 
commodities. 

“There are indications in the form 
of declining rents that building has 
gone too far in many large cities.” 
Mr. Kline said. “Meanwhile, how- 
ever, the actual figures of construe- 
tion for the country, as a whole. are 
almost as high as they have ever 
been. Construction figures for the 
month of June, 1925, were 50 per cent 
greater throughout the country than 
the previous year. There is no imme- 
diate danger in this present situation. 
but it is bound to come to an end 
sooner or later.” 

Another danger spot. he said, that 
of speculation in stocks, bonds and 
commodities, is largely fostered by 
easy money conditions and may col- 
lapse quite suddenly. “As long as 
stock prices are rising, however, you 
will meet with a great many optimis- 
tic forecasts.” 

He told the credit men that he be- 
lieves “‘we should all advocate the 
reduction not only of federal taxes 
but also of state and local taxes.” 

Mr. Kline pointed out: certain de- 
fects in the credit system of Atlanta. 
and following his talk Herbert Sc hiff, 
president, was authorized to appoint 
a committee to study statisties and 
details of the present credit system 


of both customers and retail

Not Cooperating, 
Says Dry Chiet 


County officials are not giving the 


federal prohibition department the 
fullest cooperation in certain counties 
of Georgiu, it was stated here Thurs- 
day by W. T. Day. deputy prohibi- 
tion administrator for the northern 
district of Georgia. 

While asserting that the authorities 
in the majority of the counties are 
rendering the utmost service within 
their power in enforcing the prohibi- 
tion law and in stamping out the man- 
ufacture, transportation and sale of 
whisky. Mr. Day declared that the 
sheriffs of some countie; in the north- 
eastern part of the state have not 
shown the same willingness to coop- 
erate. He declined to name _ the 
counties which he had in mind, how- 
ever. 

On the other:hand, Mr. Day praised 
the work of the county authorities in 
northeastern, central and south Geor- 
gia. He stated that “with very few 
exceptions” the prohibition agents 
working under him are being given 
valuable assistance by the county of- 
ficers. 

The situation in Georgia has 
proved considerably with regard to 
prohibition enforcement within the 
nast few months, he said. The county 
police have become more active in 
working hand-in-hand with the federal 
agents and sheriffs, while the number 
of deputies has been increased. 


Stiffer sentences are being meted 
out, as well, in the state courts, the 
rule being that chaingang sentences 
are given instead of the fines which 
were formerly imposed on prohibition 
law violators. The deputy administra- 
tor declared that nothing proves so 
much a deterrent to moonshiners and 
bootleggers as a chaingang sentence.

The queen was deeply interested in 
religion. The great god to whom she 
prayed was known as Amen, a new 
name for Egypt's sun-god.

“Search out thy way to Punt, and 
bring back myrrh trees to make a 
garden for me.” 

If such words were spoken; they 
doubtless came from a priest. But 
the queen felt that it was a divine 
command, and preferred to have the 
voyage made. 

Punt was the name of a land east 
of Egypt, on the African coast, and 
meant a journey of hundreds of miles 
down the Red sea. Ships from Egypt 
had gone there in past centuries, but 
the trips had been few, and myrrh 
trees had never been brought back.

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San Francisco, October 22.—Three 
members of the Third Roy Chapman 
Andrews Asiatic expedition have re- 
turned to this country, bringing with 
them accounts and relics of a civili- 
zation which, they believe, antedates 
anything science has previously re- 
vealed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shackelford and Leo 
B. Roberts arrived on the steamer 
President Pierce. Andrews will reach 
San Francisco in two weeks on the 
next Dollar liner from the Orient. 


“We discovered many relics of an 
unbelievably ancient civilization,” 
said Shackelford. “We have soe 
10,000 specimens of flint weapons, 
tools and utensils used in the period. 
They are of clay and stone.” 

Most of the relics found in the great 
Gobi desert of Mongolia, 
expedition spent nearly a 


year, are 


being brought hack . by Andrews. 
Among his exhibits is the only living 
jack condor known. which, although 
only four weeks old, already has a 
Wing spread of 10 feet. 

Shackelford had with him, in ad- 
dition to the weapons, éight dinosaur 
eggs which are said to antedate those 
found in the last expedition by many 
thousands of years. ‘The — scientists 
said that these were among their most 
important finds and that results of 
the expedition, on the whole, 
better than those of their other trips. 

The party included 40 persons, of 
whom 14 were white. Mrs. Shackel- 
ford was the only woman. Their 
journey gave them many thrilling ex- 
periences, hazardous as well as inter- 
esting and of great scientific value. 
After six months in this country, the 
expedition will start again for the 
Gobi desert.
